Counties, had nothing but 
praise for Plano, asserting, 
“This city has the greatest 
opportunities in the world ” 
In a private talk before the 
Rotary luncheon, Collins had 
expanded his rem arks by 
pointing out th at 
Plano 
already has an industrial 
base, but m ore im portantly, 
has the available area for 
expansion of that base. 
“T hat’s where so m any of 
these other suburban towns 
h av e 
gone 
w ro n g ,” 
he 
pointed out. “ They’ve never 
realized the need for in­ 
dustry until it was too late. 
Here, it seem s to me your 
civic leaders recognize that 
need and are making plans 
to m eet it.” 
In his talk to the Rotary 


Club, 
C ollins 
said

w ouldn’t 
blam e 
the 
President 
if he

congressional race. 
“ I’m running for my fifth 
term in m y district, and if I 
lose, it’s my fault and no one 
else’s ” , he stated, “ because 
a congressm an is suppose to 
represent his people.” 
Collins also claim ed that 
W atergate is not the m ajor 
item of concern 
in 
the 
country. 
“The biggest problem we 
have in the nation today isn’t 
W atergate, but inflation. If 
you’re not concerned about 
inflation, then you ought to 
be,” he warned. 
Collins pointed out that 
re c e n tly re le a se d fig u res 
show the United States now 
leads 19 other nations in its 
inflationary rate, and that in 
ad d ition 
to 
sta g n a tin g 
business, it catches white- 
collar w orkers in the middle. 
“ The reason w e’re in this 
situ atio n is b ecause the 
governm ent is spending too 
much money. It s as sim ple 
as th a t,” he explained. “ The 
second big reason is that 
labor unions are going after 
pay increases without 
regard to the effect 
those raises are having on 
the econom y.” 
He further pointed out that 
under 
President 
Johnson, 
the federal governm ent set a 
spending record of IOO billion 
dollars in one fiscal year. 
This y e a r, how ever, the 
governm ent will spend 316 
billion dollars. 
Collins also revealed that 
the federal governm ent is 
giving strong consideration 
to e n te rin g 
the 
p riv a te 
pensions 
field, 
m ainly-he 
claim s-to get its hands on 
the $154 billion in assets 
which private pension plans 
control today.

Boy Scouts, Girl ^'o u ts, Cub Scouts and students from the 
University of Plano will be picking up trash on m edians and 
thoroughfares on Saturday and m otorists are asked to please 
drive with caution in these areas. 
The Key Club of the Plano High School has painted 
receptacles that will be placed at vantage points, designed to 
rem ind us to stow it, not toss it. 
The City of Plano has scheduled two days for picking up 
other than ordinary trash and will accept any item which 
does not weigh more than 50 pounds.

In 
addition, a record check of 
$6,794 was received for the 
quarter ending.in December.

Master Planners 
again say “YES!” But Allen 
has some growing to do if the 
city keeps pace with future 
population forecasts. By 
1975, the figure is supposed 
to be 5,500. 
In 
1980 the 
projection is for 13,000, in 
1985 it’s for 22,000, in 1990 it’s 
for 33,000 and in 1995, the last 
year of the Master P lan , the 
population is supposed to 
reach 45,000.

So you’ve got a house plant 
that just isn't growing like it 
should.

and poor light and fertility

Yellowing or dead lower 
leaves can mean nitrogen 
deficiency or a “pot-bound" 
condition 
in older plants. 
Woody plants such as rubber 
p la n ts, d ieffen b ach ia and 
d ra cen a 
are 
esp e cia lly 
s u s c e p t ib le . 
A p p ly in g 
nitrogen 
fertilizer 
and 
rep o ttin g can 
so lv e this 
problem , 
says 
the 
Texas 
A&M 
U n iv e r sity 
S ystem 
s p e c ia li s t . 
“ L eaves yellowing all over 


the plant might be the result 
of root rot or too much soil 
m oisture. 
Root 
rots often 
develop in African 
violets 
due to overw atering. Prune 
rotted portions of the root, 
dust the root system with a 
fungicide, such as benomyl 
or captan, and repot the 
plant. To prevent excess soil 
m oisture, adequate drainage 
is 
n ecessary,”

A sudden loss of leaves is 
caused bv rapid changes in 
tem perature, dry air, cold 
drafts or exposure to gas or 
furnace fum es, 
Moving

plant from a sunny to a dark 
place can also cause leaf

results from hot, dry air and 
a buildup of salts in the soil 
due 
to

w aterings. This problem can

Eungi, bacteria and direct 
sunlight m ay cause brown 
sp o ts on le a v e s.

those of tem perature and 
humidity. 
“This variety is the m ost 
ad van ced 
of

in high h u m id ity ,” said 
Leeper. 
The shape of the TAMU 
Saladette (for T exas A&M 
University) depends on the 
tem perature. The scientist 
added, “ Ideal tem peratures 
yield a rounder fruit, while 
the fruit tends to be more 
plum-shaped 
as 
the 
tem ­ 
perature increases.'' 
C oncen trated fruit se t, 
more uniform maturity and 
fruit 
to u g h n ess

Saladette to sell either as a 
fresh m arket or processing 
variety. 
Sm all 
vines

Saladette. Vine height is 12 
to 14 inches and width is 14 to 
16 inches. 
Thus the new variety can 
be planted one foot apart in 
the row rather than the usual 
three, with two rows on a bed 


60 to 80 inches wide. This 
results 
in greater 
yields. 
Saladette’s yields have been 
about 
eq ual 
to 
y ie ld s 
produced by TAMU Chico III 
and about twice as large as 
the 
normal 
fresh 
market 
varieties. 
“ Saladette produces about 
twice the yield of green ripe 
tom ato 
v a r ie tie s 
w hen 
grown during the regular 
tom ato grow ing se ssio n . 
There is no com parison if the 
tw o a re grow n togeth er 
during mid-sum m er because 
the green ripe varieites will 
not set at all under these 
conditions,” said Leeper. 
“ Saladette also develops 
better flavor because if s 
u su a lly 
picked 
w hen 
it 
begins to break color rather 
than when it is green.” 
Flavor is certainly one of 
the reasons Saladette will 
gain popularity. In a D allas 
survey m ade by Dr. Chan 
C onnolly, 
TAES 
m ark et 
researcher at W'eslaco, this 
v a r ie ty 
rated

popular Chico III in general 
appearance, taste, internal 
texture and firm ness.

from March 15 into early 
April. An early fall crop can

Roses, both old fashioned 
and 
modern, are 
in full 
outburst 
in the gardens of 
Rosedown Plantation in St. 
Francisville, La 
Rosedown’s gardens, one 
of 
A m erica’s 
most 
significant 
19th 
century 
gardens, are the backdrop 
for many varieties of rare 
old 
roses. 
Here 
among 
form al 
plantings 
and 
statuary reminiscent of the 
great gardens of Europe, 
these heirs of the ages are 
part of a growing collection 
of ancient rose fam ilies 
which were threatened with 
extinction when modern, 
glamorous 
hybrid 
roses 
became popular. 
Taking precedence over 
all 
other 
varieties 
at 
Rosedown are the tea roses 


which 
grow 
only 
in 
the 
South . These old roses are as 
much a part of Southern 
heritage as family silver­ 
ware, luster tea sets and 
hospitality. As a museum of 
ante bellum days. Rosedown 
provides a proper setting for 
these old roses. 
Roses were among the 
first plants ever to be set out 
at 
Rosedown. 
Soon 
after 
building Rosedown House in 
1835, 
Daniel 
and 
Martha 
Turnbull, a wealthy cotton 
planter and his wife, began 
developing 
magnificent 
gardens in the French style 
of the 17th century. Their 
roses were the finest of their 
day. 
Their names, scribbled on 
the stained invoices of 19th 
century nurserym en, stir 


faint 
im ageries 
of 
the 
Turnbull’s early rose gar­ 
dens - Chausse, Countess of 
Fresnel, Jasmine leaved 
Nosette, Blush and Knight’s 
Animating. 
W hile 
these 
name would be strangers to 
modern gardeners, they 
are descendents of the same 
ancient rose families which 
adorn 
Rosedown 
arbors 
today. 
On the Rosedown trellises 
are many of the old “ run­ 
ning” roses, including the 
Banksiae roses. The double 
whie banksia, which smells 
like fresh violets, was first 
sent to England from China 
in 1807. The yellow Lady 
Banks was sent in 1824. 
Banksiae roses enjoy long 
life. An old book in the 
Rosedown library describes 


a banksia rose growing in 
the Hardin de la Marine at 
Toulon in 1824 which covered 
a wall 75 feet broad and 15 
feet high, with the trunk two 
feet and four inches in cir­ 
cum ference.

growing on it.

Rosedown roses have grown 
to such proportions, many 
ancient varities have been
